down th» river nnd very soon a de- 
stroyer resembling the Worden was de- 
tected steaming up the river at full 
speed. 
Five minutes after receiving 


the first signals the men nt Fort How- 
ard opened fire on the approaching de- 
stroyer with rapid flrc and short range- 
guns. 
While the Worden 
was thc- 


oritlcally blown up, she proceeded past 
Fort Howard and on up tho river. The 
other forts Immediately got their guns 
Into astlon nnd all took turns In shoot- 
Ing at the 'enemy.' About 15 minutes 
after the, approach of the first of the 
'enemy's' fleet another destroyer, evi- 
dently the Whipple. was discovered. 
This vessel suffered the same fate as 
the first. A third'destroyer soon made 
its appearance and like tho other two 
was ''sunk.' 
"The first two boats endeavored 


sneak by the forts without making any 
demonstration, but the one In the lead 
was soon' put out of commission by 
striking a mine. This was signified by 
the ringing of a bell In Fort Howard. 


"The third boat, though put out of 


business, opened fire on all four of the 
forts and the fight was a most exciting 
one. Broadsides were fired by the third 
destroyer when It reached a point be- 
tween Forts Armlstead and 
Carroll. 


Xo lights were used on any of the boats 
and the fire from 'tho guns made an 
Imposing sight. 


"It Is believed that 
tho destroyers 


were sent on ahead of the rest of the 
fleet to get tho range of the forts, draw 
the fire and ascertain whether the men 
wore at their guns.

destroyer was discovered and

Then the battleship Texas - made a 
frontal demonstration and from Seven 
Foot Knoll fired her big and little guns 
at Fort Howard.

What might have proved to he a 


lively blare, but for the timely discov- 
ery and the* prompt response of 
the 


local flre department, broke out In the 
fruit store conducted by/Pauloys Bros, 
In Middlesex street, opposite the St. 
I-awrcnce hotel this 
morning 
about 


12.16 
o'clock. 


Thomas K. Scully, the proprietor of 


the hotel, wns sitting In his office and 
upon glancing across the street saw 
flames In the store. Mr. Scully Imme- 
diately ran to the corner of Grand and 
Middlesex streets and rang an alarm 
from box 42 and In a short time the 
flre department was in tho scene.

han and other officers of the local ser- 
vice havo been greatly annoyed at the 
dilatory methods of Importers .of lem- 
ons, oranges and similar 
fruits, who 


appear to have taken advantage of the 
government's hospitality and used the 
piers ns storage 
places 
for

awaiting buyers. At llrst the slowness 
of the Importers In paying the duties 
on their Importations and removing 
the goods attracted little or no atten- 
tion, but the practice has gradually as- 
sumed such- large 
proportions 
that 


drastic action has become a necessity 
In the opinion of the executive ofllccrs 
of the treasury. It was stated yester- 
day nt the custom house that the law 
requires that all "unpermlttcd" mer- 
chandise lying on the piers must be

both day nnd night. As a result of the 
monopoly of the docks by fruit Impor- 
tations, the treasury department has 
been called on to make a heavy outlay 
In extra salaries to Inspectors. 


While the collector Is disposed 
to 


favor all classes of Importers 'In so far 
ns can be done consistenly. It now may 
be paid on the highest authority that 
the further use of the docks for the 
storage of fruits beyond the legal limit 
of 4S hours will not be permitted. An 
Indication of the collector's new policy 
was In evidence last week when Mr. 
Strannhan Issued an order for the sale 
by the government of GOOD boxes of 
lemons which had remained .on 
the 


docks nearly two weeks. Tho lemons 
were Imported by a 
prominent firm, 


and reached New York on the last trip 
of the Cnrpathla of the Cunard line.

The police claim both men had been 


drinking and that last night they Itft 
a place In Market square In a bel- 
ligerent condition. 
Towlo stated In 


court -when arraigned for assault, that 
Huso slruek at him several times. 


The men walked toward the West 


Lynn burial ground, and when 
near 


the. fence Towlo pays he struck Huse 
with his elbow and that the latter fell 
ftgalnst tho fence and did not arise. 
Patrolman Murray arrested the men. 
Dr. McGulgnn. who wan passing, ex- 
amined Huse. On hl.i ndvlce Huso was 
ecnt to !lu> hospital, while Towle. who 
gave the name of Hensheaw. 
was 


locked up. 


Huse died without saying a word In 


explanation of tho assault. He was 
about 3: years old. His wife died «>v- 
eral yenrs ago and ho leaves a son 
about 1! years old. 
He and the boy 


lived at 57 Pearl olreet. taking their 
meals at different places. He was very 
much attached to his son. friends say. 
and seldom had a spare moment from 
his work when he did not have tho boy 
with him.

At the 
present time two members of tho machine shop craft arc said to bo In 111 
health and unable to work, with slight prospects of ever getting better as n 
result of Inhaling the dust that surrounded them while they worked.

this no rate of wages can compensate.
